TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  VORSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  annual  report  on  the  health  of 
the  Urban  District  during  the  year  1962,  and  in  doing  so  I  follow  the 
directions  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  Circular  1/63. 

The  population  of  the  District  has  continued  to  increase,  the  Registrar 
General's  Estimate  for  the  middle  of  the  year  being  41,820,  an  increase  of 
1,420  on  the  mid-1961  estimate.  The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  compare 
favourably  in  most  instances  with  the  national  rates;  in  particular,  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  of  18.9  per  1,000  live  births 
is  lower  than  the  national  rate  of  21  .4,  -  though  it  will  be  appreciated  that 
this  rate  is  peculiarly  subject  to  chance  fluctuations  from  year  to  year  and 
that  the  average  rate  over  the  five  year  period  1956-61  (23.1)  is  probably  a 
truer  measure.  The  relatively  low  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  gives 
cause  for  satisfaction,  particularly  the  fact  that  Worsley  was  fortunate  in 
escaping  the  importations  of  smallpox  from  Pakistan  and  the  secondary  cases 
that  arose  from  this  source  in  Bradford  and  elsewhere  in  December,  1961  and 
early  in  1962.  Not  all  infectious  diseases  are  however  notifiable,  and 
statistics  of  attendances  at  V.D.  clinics  afford  an  index  of  a  disturbing 
increase  in  recent  years  in  the  incidence  of  gonorrhea  and  other  veneral  diseases. 

In  the  environmental  field  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  gives  factual  information  about  progress  made  in  the  clearance 
of  unfit  houses,  the  declaration  of  smoke  control  areas  and  other  matters. 

There  is,  however,  another  matter  not  alluded  to  elsewhere  in  this  Report  to 
which  I  feel  it  is  my  duty  to  refer.  On  December  14th,  1962  Local  Authorities 
were  informed  that  the  Minister  of  Health  was  ready  to  approve  the  making  of 
arrangements  with  water  undertakers  for  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  water 
supplies  which  are  deficient  in  it  naturally.  Since  that  date  the  general 
public  has  been  confused  by  controversy  between  the  antagonists  of  this 
measure  and  its  supporters.  The  salient  facts  appear  to  me  to  be  these 
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(1)  The  dental  health  of  people  in  this  country,  particularly 

of  children  is  very  bad; 

(2)  Fluoridation  is  the  most  effective  method  of  reducing 

the  incidence  of  dental  caries,  and  it  is  simple,  safe 
and  cheap;  and 

(3)  Fluoridat  ion  is  not  the  introduction  into  drinking  water 

of  a  chemical  which  is  foreign  to  it,  but  the  bringing 
up  to  a  recommended  level  of  an  ion  which  has  been 
present  at  much  higher  levels  in  some  waters  from  time 
immemoral . 

It  is  to  the  credit  of  your  Council  that  a  resolution  supporting  this 
great  preventative  measure  of  the  future  has  been  recorded,  and  I  hope  that 
it  will  not  be  too  long  before  the  Lancashire  County  Council  as  Local 
Health  Authority  and  the  Manchester  and  Bolton  Corporations  as  water 
undertakers  will  reach  agreement  in  this  matter  so  that  the  people  of 
Worsley  may  have  the  benefit  of  fluoridated  water. 

On  behalf  of  Mr.  Haworth  and  the  staff  of  the  Department,  I  would 
express  appreciation  of  the  support  and  confidence  of  the  Council  in  the 
past,  and  look  forward  to  continued  progress  in  the  future.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  7,242  acres  and  is  bounded  on  the 
north  by  the  Borough  of  Farnvorth  and  the  Urban  District  of  Kearsley,  the 
Borough  of  Svinton  &  Pendlebury  on  the  east,  and  the  Borough  of  Eccles  and 
the  Urban  District  of  Irlam  on  the  south  and  the  County  Borough  of  Bolton 
and  Urban  District  of  Tyldesley  to  the  west. 

The  area  slopes  gradually  from  north  to  south,  the  highest  point  being 
Spa  Lane,  near  the  Farnvorth  boundary  which  is  379  feet  above  ordnance  datum, 
and  the  lowest  point  is  in  Barton  Road  near  the  Eccles  boundary  which  is  76 
feet  above  ordnance  datum. 

The  district  is  mixed  in  character  being  partly  rural,  partly 
residential  and  partly  industrial.  A  large  part  of  the  district  is 
subject  to  mining  subsidence. 

The  district  is  well  served  by  transport  facilities,  both  rail  and 
bus  services.  The  Bridgewater  Canal,  along  which  large  quantities  of  coal 
are  transported,  traverses  the  district  from  east  to  west. 

Two  trunk  roads,  the  Liverpool  East  Lancashire  Road  (A. 580),  the 
Manchester  to  Chorley  Road  (A. 6)  and  a  length  of  the  M.62  Motorway  pass 
through  the  district,  the  latter  terminating  at  Worsley  Courthouse.  In 
addition  there  are  many  mineral  railway  lines  radiating  from  collieries  to 
the  various  disposal  points. 

A  vide  variety  of  industry  is  carried  on  in  the  district.  The 
principal  industries  are  as  follows:-  coal  mining,  cotton  spinning,  weaving 
and  dyeing,  tailoring  and  garment  making,  light  and  heavy  engineering, 
chemical  manufacture  and  food  preparation  and  processing. 

No  conditions  of  occupation  appear  to  have  had  a  prejudicial  effect 
on  the  health  of  residents  of  the  district. 

There  were  14,013  inhabited  houses  at  the  31st  December.  This 
represents  an  occupational  density  of  2.98  persons  per  occupied 
dwellinghuuse . 


POPULATION  (TABLE  II) 


The  resident  population  of  Worsley  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as 
at  mid-1962  was  41,820,  an  increase  of  1420  on  the  estimated  population  for  the 
previous  year  (40,400),  an  increase  of  14,517  on  the  1951  census,  and  an  increase 
of  872  on  the  preliminary  report  on  the  1951  census.  Table  II  in  the  appendix 
gives  some  idea  of  the  rapid  growth  in  the  population  of  the  district  over  the 
past  seventeen  years,  a  growth  which  has  been  due  to  both  natural  increase  and 
in  recent  years  to  the  ''overspill”  housing  development. 

BIRTHS  (See  Table  I  and  II) 


The  number  of  live  births  during  1962  was  688  (345  males  and  343  females) 
as  compared  with  679  in  1961.  This  gives  a  live  birth-rate  of  16.5  per  1,000 
population,  which  is  a  little  below  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  ( 1 6  *  8 )  and 
below  the  average  rate  for  the  five  years  1957/61  (17.2). 

STILL-BIRTHS  (See  Table  I) 

The  still-births  numbered  17.  The  still-birth  rate  was  24.1  per  1,000 
live  and  still-births  as  compared  with  25.8  per  1,000  in  1961  and  an  average 
rate  of  22.0  for  the  five  years  1957/61  . 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY  (See  Table  I). 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  1962.  Only  one  such  death 
has  occurred  during  the  five  years  1957/61 . 

INFANT  MORTALITY  (See  Table  I  and  II) 

During  1962  there  were  13  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  which 
gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  18.9  per  1,000  live  births.  This  rate  is  lower 
than  the  average  rate  of  23.1  for  the  five  years  1957/61  and  is  also  lower  than 
the  National  rate  of  21.4  in  1962. 

The  neonatal  deaths,  i.e.  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  the  first 
month  of  life,  were  9  giving  a  neonatal  mortality  of  13.1  per  1,000  live  births 
as  compared  with  an  average  rate  of  17.3  for  the  five  years  1957/61. 

The  perinatal  deaths,  i.e.  the  number  of  still-births  (17)  plus  the 
number  of  deaths  occurring  during  the  first  seven  days  of  life  (7)  were  24. 

This  gives  a  perinatal  mortality  rate  of  34.0  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths.

DEATHS 


(See  Tables  I  to  IV) 


The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  during  the  year  was  479  compared  with 
414  in  1961.  The  crude  death  rate  was  11.5  per  1,000  of  the  population  as 
compared  with  10.2  for  1961.  If  the  death  rate  for  the  District  is  to  be 
fairly  compared  with  that  which  obtains  in  neighbouring  districts  it  should 
be  multiplied  by  the  Registrar  General’s  "comparability  factor"  (1.36  for 
Vorsley)  to  give  the  "adjusted"  death-rate  of  15.6  per  1,000  population. 

This  factor  takes  into  account  the  differing  age  structure  of  the  populations 
in  different  districts  and  the  presence  in  any  district  of  a  chronic  sick 
hospital  (which  would  otherwise  weigh  unfavourably  the  death  rate  for  that 
district).  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1962  was  11.9  per  1,000 
population . 

The  causes  of  death  are  clearly  set  out  in  Table  III.  It  will  be  seen 
f i om  this  table  that  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  was  due  to  causes  relating 
to  the  heart  or  circulatory  system  (causes  Nos.  17  to  21 )  which  together 
accounted  for  260  deaths  or  54.2  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  high  proportion 
of  deaths  due  to  cancer  is  given  separate  mention  below.  Bronchitis  was 
responsible  for  31  deaths  or  6.4  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths. 

In  Table  IV  I  have  given  the  age  distribution  of  deaths  and  it  will  be 
noted  that  the  deaths  of  persons  aged  65  years  and  upwards  accounted  for  65$ 
of  the  total  deaths,  and  deaths  of  those  between  45  and  65  years  for  23$. 
During  the  five  year  period  1955/59  the  average  percentages  were  63.0$  and 
26.2$  respectively.

The  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1962  represent  17.3$  of  all  deaths  in 
the  district,  and  give. a  cancer  mortality  rate  of  1.98  per  1,000  population. 
The  national  rate  for  1962  was  2.18  per  1,000  population. 
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UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS 


During  the  year  there  were  80  deaths  (60  males  and  20  females)  in 
which  the  causes  of  death  were  certified  after  post-mortem  examination 
and/or  coroner’s  inquests.  This  represents  16.7^  of  all  the  deaths  in  the 
district  (compared  with  13. 8%  in  the  previous  year).

MORTUARIES 

Two  bodies  were  admitted  to  the  mortuary,  Manchester  Road  Vest,  Little 
Hulton  and  14  bodies  from  Little  Hulton  police  area  were  directed  to  Bolton 
General  Hospital. 


In  addition,  33  bodies  from  the  Valkden  police  area  were  directed  to 
the  Bridgewater  Hospital  for  post  mortem  examination. 


PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


There  were  222  notifications  of  infectious  disease  (including 
tuberculosis)  during  the  year  compared  with  942  during  1961. 

There  were  53  cases  of  dysentery  which  was  a  decrease  of  66  on  the 
previous  year. 

There  was  only  one  confirmed  case  of  food  poisoning.

TUBERCULOSIS 


Statistical  particulars  relative  to  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis 
are  given  in  Tables  VII,  VIII  and  IX.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  18 
new  cases  during  the  year  (17  respiratory  and  1  non-respiratory)  and  that 
there  were  five  deaths.  These  deaths  represent  a  death  rate  from 
tuberculosis  of  0.12  per  1,000  population,  which  compares  with  the  rate  for 
England  and  Vales  of  0.066.  It  will  be  seen  from  Table  VIII  that  there 
was  a  net  decrease  of  13  in  the  total  number  of  cases  known  to  the  Department 
and  resident  in  the  District. 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

Infant  vaccination  gives  a  measure  of  protection  to  the  individual 
for  many  years;  should  the  disease  be  contracted  subsequently  it  is 
generally  in  a  modified  form  and  a  fatal  issue  is  unlikely. 

The  following  figures  show  the  number  of  vaccinations  done  in  the 
District  during  1962  and  the  previous  two  years

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  have  the 
choice  of  having  children  immunised  from  the  age  of  four  months. 

(i)  by  a  ’’triple”  vaccine  giving  protection  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  and  tetanus; 

(ii)  by  a  ’’combined"  vaccine  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough; 

(iii)  against  whooping  cough  only; 

(iv)  against  diphtheria  only; 

(v)  against  tetanus  only; 

(vi)  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus; 

(vii)  against  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 

In  the  case  of  "triple" , "combined"  or  whooping  cough  immunisation,  three 
injections  are  given  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  one  month. 

These  protective  injections  are  given  free  of  charge  at  Clinics 
and  by  general  practitioners  at  their  surgeries.  The  County  Council  pays 
a  fee  to  general  practitioners  for  sending  in  a  record  card  containing 
particulars  of  these  immunisations.

Vaccination  Against  Poliomyelitis 


Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance  with 
instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  vaccination  was  offered  during  the 
year  to  all  persons  who  had  not  at  the  time  of  their  application  for 
vaccination  reached  the  age  of  forty  and  also  to  the  following  small  groups 

(a)  Persons  going  to  visit  or  reside  in  a  country  outside 

Europe,  other  than  Canada  or  the  United  States  of 
America. 

(b)  Practising  dental  surgeons,  dental  students,  dental 

hygienists,  student  hygienists,  dental  surgeons’ 
chairside  assistants  and  their  families. 
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(c)  Practising  nurses  not  working  in  hospitals  and  their  families 

(d)  Public  Health  staff  who  might  come  into  contact  with 

poliomyelitis  cases  and  their  families. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  a  total  of  14,535  residents  had  received 
primary  vaccination  since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme;  662  of  these 
vaccinations  were  done  during  the  year  under  report.  During  the  year, 
2000  first  reinforcement  doses  and  200  second  reinforcement  doses  were 
given . 


Early  in  1962  the  use  of  Sabin  vaccine  by  mouth  was  commenced, 
thus  simplifying  the  administration  of  protection  against  this  disease. 


B.  C.  G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 


Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  of  children 
about  to  leave  school  may  be  invited  to  consent  to  their  children  being 
skin-tested  for  suceptibility  to  tuberculosis,  and  to  their  being 
vaccinated  against  iuberculosis  with  B.C.G.  vaccine  if  the  skin-test  shows 
them  to  be  susceptible  to  this  disease.  During  1962,  275  school  children 
were  skin-tested  in  this  manner,  237  of  them  were  found  to  be  susceptible 
to  tuberculosis  and  233  of  them  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  Any  questions 
about  B.C.G.  should  be  raised  with  the  School  Medical  Officer  at  the 
clinic . 


NATIONAL.  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 


Section  47  of  this  Act,  as  amended  in  1951  gives  power  to  remove 
compulsorily  to  hospital  or  Part  III  accommodation,  persons  in  need  of 
care  and  attention,  which  they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and 
which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons. 

Action  is  only  taken  as  a  last  resort  when  a  person  is  in  an 
advanced  state  of  neglect  and  is  unwilling  to  go  voluntarily. 

One  case  arose  during  the  year  in  which  action  under  this  section 
was  required.

for  the  year  1962 

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  WORSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  on  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district 
and  on  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1962. 

Steady  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  field  of  housing. 

The  number  of  unfit  houses  represented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
increased  from  twenty  eight  in  1961  to  sixty  one  in  the  year  under  review. 

Fifty  four  units  of  accommodation  were  built  by  the  Council  for  local  needs, 
and  a  further  three  hundred  and  thirty  one  houses  and  flats  were  provided  for 
Salford  Overspill  population.  In  addition  one  hundred  and  forty  six  houses 
were  erected  by  private  builders  for  sale. 

Forty  four  houses  were  provided  with  modern  amenities  under  the 
Improvement  Grants  Scheme . 

A  Smoke  Control  Order  in  respect  of  856  premises  within  the  northern 
portion  of  Central  Ward  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  during  the  early  part 
of  the  year  and  this  was  confirmed  in  November.  It  is  to  come  into  operation 
on  the  1st  August,  1963. 

The  appointment  of  a  Technical  Assistant/Clerk  of  Works  to  assist 
in  this  work  will  result  in  a  speeding  up  of  the  Smoke  Control  Programme 
which  can  only  be  described  as  a  colossal  administrative  undertaking. 

An  unfortunate  fire  occurrence  in  June,  which  involved  a  local  food 
factory,  produced  unexpected  repercussions  which  caused  the  department  much 
concern  and  effort.  Large  quantities  of  debris  and  fire  damaged  goods  which 
included  tinned  foods,  chocolate  and  sweets,  were  deposited  on  the  Councils’ 
Berryfield  Tip.  Hundreds  of  people  from  miles  around  invaded  the  tip,  and 
in  defiance  of  authority,  dug  out  and  carried  away  large  quantities  of  the 
foodstuffs.  The  services  of  the  police  were  enlisted  to  deal  with  the 
marauders  and  one  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  toured  the  district  in  a 
loudspeaker  van  warning  parents  not  to  allow  their  children  to  eat  any  of  the 
foods  which  had  not  been  obtained  from  authorised  suppliers.  A  second  mechanical 
shovel  had  to  be  engaged  to  crush  deposite  d  foodstuffs  and  render  them 
unpalatable  before  they  were  buried.  Adjoining  authorities  were  notified  of 
the  occurrence.

The  establishment  of  the  department  was  increased  during  the  year  to 
allow  for  the  appointment  of  a  Technical  Assistant/Clerk  of  Works  to  carry 
out  the  inspections  of  dwelling  houses  included  in  Smoke  Control  Areas. 

Mr.  J.  K.  Hogg  was  appointed  to  fill  this  position. 

The  vacant  Public  Health  Inspector’s  post  was  filled  in  February  by 
Mr.  V.  W.  Vickers. 

Mrs.  M.  Marsh,  Clerk/Typist  resigned  in  October  and  her  place  was 
taken  by  Miss  J.  Entwisle. 

Mrs.  A.  Sower by  was  engaged  as  a  Clerk/Typist  on  a  part  time  basis, 
to  assist  in  clerical  duties  connected  with  Smoke  Control  Areas. 

ADMINISTRATION 

Complaints  covering  all  types  of  nuisances  amounted  to  595  which  is 
an  increase  of  twelve  over  the  previous  year. 

A  statement  of  visits  made  and  types  of  premises  inspected,  together 
with  details  of  nuisances  and  defects  found  and  remedied  will  be  found  in 
the  tables  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

No  legal  notices  were  served  during  the  year. 

HOUSING 

Slum  Clearance 

Sixty  one  houses  were  represented  by  the  Medical  Officer  as  unfit 
for  human  habitation.  Details  of  the  clearance  areas  in  respect  of  which 
orders  are  operative  at  the  end  of  the  year  will  be  found  in  Table  XXIII. 

Rehousing  of  tenants  from  these  unfit  houses  takes  place  as  and  when 
suitable  accommodation  becomes  available.  146  persons  were  rehoused  during 
the  year. 

Twenty  houses  in  clearance  areas  were  demolished. 

Housing  Repairs 

As  a  result  of  informal  notices  on  owners,  262  houses  were  rendered 
fit  for  habitation. 

Rent  Act,  1957 

No  applications  for  certificates  of  disrepair  were  received  during 
the  year. 

Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act  1958  -  House  Purchase  &  Housing  Act  1959

I  am  informed  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  that  78  applications  for 
discretionary  improvement  grants  were  received,  of  which  68  were  approved 
during  the  period  under  review.  A  further  12  applications  for  standard 
grants  were  received  all  of  which  were  approved. 
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During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  issued 
Circular  No.  42/62  which  urges  local  authorities  to  make  a  systematic  approach 
to  the  problem  by  securing  the  improvement  of  houses  street  by  street  or  area 
by  area. 

This,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  only  satisfactory  way  to  deal  with  the 
terraces  of  older  type  houses  which  barely  have  the  requisite  expected 
minimum  life.  Individual  applications  should  only  be  approved  where 
adjoining  properties  are  structurally  sound  and  can  be  expected  to  remain 
fit  for  habitation  for  a  period  well  in  excess  of  the  minimum  stated  in  the 
Act . 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  (TABLES  XV  &  XVI) 

(a)  Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods  (Tables  XV  and  XVI) 

There  are  two  licenced  private  slaughter! ouses  in  the  district  and 
these  have  been  modernised  to  comply  with  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene) 
Regulations  1958. 

The  carcases  of  all  animals  slaughtered  at  the  two  premises  were 
inspected  before  release  for  sale.  The  animals  slaughtered  were  all  of" 
prime  quality  which  is  reflected  in  the  small  amount  of  carcase  meat  and 
organs  which  were  condemned. 

Tinned  meats  mainly  imported  boiled  hams  accounted  for  306  of  the 
352j  lbs.  of  other  foods  condemned. 

(b)  Sampling  of  Food  &  Drugs  (Table  XVII) 

Routine  sampling  of  foods  and  drugs  is  carried  out  by  Officers  of  the 
County  Council  and  a  list  of  samples  taken  within  the  Urban  District  during 
1962,  together  with  the  action  taken  in  the  case  of  unsatisfactory  samples, 
is  given  in  Table  XXVII. 

122  Samples  of  milk  and  90  samples  of  other  foods  and  drugs  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  analysis.  Warnings  were  issued  - 
five  cases. 

Although  the  County  Council  are  also  responsible  for  the  investigation 
of  complaints  regarding  the  quality  of  food  your  own  Public  Health  Officers 
act  as  local  agents  and  work  in  conjunction  with  the  County  Officers. 

(c)  Food  Hygiene  (Tables  XI,  XI X) 

Routine  inspection  of  food  premises  did  not  reveal  any  conditions 
which  warranted  legal  action.  Necessary  improvements  to  premises  and  the 
compliance  with  other  statutory  requirements  were  obtained  by  informal 
action . 

Like  most  other  aspects  of  life  the  pattern  of  retail  food  trading 
■* e  ^hanging.  More  and  more  foods  are  being  sold  prepabked  and  theie  is  a 

;  demand  for  the  wide  range  of  frozen  foods. 
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(d)  Ice  Cream 


Three  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream. 

Of  six  samples  of  ice  cream  taken  from  local  producers  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  five  were  placed  in  grade  I  and  one  in 
grade  4.  Two  of  the  three  samples  obtained  from  producers  outside  the 
district  were  placed  in  grade  I  and  a  third  sample  was  placed  in  grade  4. 

Recently  there  has  been  a  growing  demand  for  "Soft"  ice  cream. 

This  is  an  ice  cream  produced  at  a  freezing  temperature  usually  between  23  F 
and  25  F  and  the  resultant  ice  cream  has  a  smooth  soft  texture.  The  ice 
cream  is  produced  in  machines  of  varying  sizes  and  briefly  the  process  is  as 
foil ows : - 


A  quantity  of  ice  cream  mix,  which  may  be  either  a  powder 
reconstituted  with  water  or  a  pasturised  or  sterilized  liquid 
mix  prepacked  in  sterilized  containers,  is  placed  in  a 
refrigerated  storage  reservoir  which  should  hold  the  mix  at  a 
temperature  below  45  F.  From  this  reservoir  a  quantity  of  the 
mix  flows  into  a  freezing  cylinder  from  which  it  is  delivered 
through  a  dispensing  valve  directly  into  a  container  or  biscuit. 

On  withdrawal  of  a  quantity  of  ice  cream  from  the  freezer  a 
corresponding  quantity  of  mix  flows  into  the  freezer  to  take  its 
place . 

Machines  capable  of  producing  this  type  of  ice  cream  can  be  operated 
either  in  vehicles  or  on  fixed  premises. 

Such  a  machine,  of  a  well-known  make,  was  introduced  in  a  local 
restaurant.  Tests  of  the  mix  in  the  reservoir  were  carried  out,  and  it 
was  found  that  the  temperatures  in  varying  parts  of  the  tank  ranged  from 
28  F  to  61  F  which  was  well  above  the  45  F  required  by  the  Ice  Cream 
(Heat  Treatment  etc.)  Regulations,  1959. 

The  suppliers  were  advised  of  these  temperature  readings  and  they  carrier 
out  modifications  to  the  refrigeration  system  of  the  machine.  Subsequent 
tests  showed  that  little  improvement  had  been  achieved  and  the  owners  of  the 
machine  agreed  to  withdraw  it  from  use. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire 
Consultative  Committee  for  the  investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution.  This 
body  consists  of  representatives  from  26  local  authorities. 

During  the  year  one  volumetric  apparatus  situated  at  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  two  lead  peroxide  instruments,  one  at  Parr  Fold  Park  and  one 
at  Peel  Park,  were  in  use.  Results  obtained  from  these  instruments  are  given 
in  Table  XX.  Although  there  were  slight  variations  in  the  monthly  readings  of 
pollution  as  recorded  by  these  instruments  the  yearly  average  for  the  two  was 
the  same . 

Domestic 

At  the  end  of  the  year  one  smoke  control  area,  part  Peel  Housing  Estate, 
was  in  operation  and  approximately  850  houses  were  affected. 

As  a  result  of  observations  of  chimneys  of  dwelling  houses  in  this  area, 
ten  offences  relating  to  the  emission  of  smoke  were  discovered.  In  all  cases 
some  bituminous  coal  was  being  burned.  Legal  proceedings  were  not  instituted 
but  warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  offenders. 

An  order  in  respect  of  856  premises  in  the  northern  part  of  Central 
Ward  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  who  confirmed  it  without  modification  in 
November.  This  order  is  to  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  August,  1963. 

A  survey  of  the  southern  portion  of  Central  Ward  was  commenced  during 
the  year . 

A  Clean  Air  Exhibition  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall  in  September  which 
was  visited  by  approximately  2000  persons .  The  members  of  the  general  public 
who  attended  were  genuinely  interested  in  the  policy  of  smoke  control  and 
many  intelligent  and  searching  questions  were  asked  of  the  Department's 
representatives  on  the  Public  Health  stand. 

Industrial 

Thirty-nine  observations  of  industrial  chimneys  revealed  ten  offences 
against  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations.  Warnings  were  issued 
in  all  cases  but  no  legal  proceedings  were  instituted. 

Three  of  these  offences  were  in  respect  of  fixed  boiler  plant.  In 
one  case  the  nuisance  was  abated  by  burning  coke  instead  of  bituminous  coal; 
in  one  case  an  order  was  placed  for  the  replacement  of  the  old  boiler  plant 
by  a  vertical  boiler  with  underfeed  stoker  and  in  the  third  case  new 
mechanical  underfeed  stokers  were  ordered  to  replace  the  existing  unsatisfactory 
type  . 

Seven  of  the  offences  were  committed  by  National  Coal  Board  locomotives. 
Representations  were  made  to  the  Coal  Board  as  a  result  of  which  the  Council 
were  notified  of  the  Board’s  proposals  to  fit  their  locomotives  with  Giesl 
ejectors  which  they  claim  will  considerably  reduce  smoke  emission.  These  had 
not  been  fitted  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  consequently  their  effectiveness 
is  yet  to  be  determined. 
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GENERAL  SANITATION 


Water  Supply 

All  houses  in  the  district  except  the  farm  cottage  at  Rawsons  i'th  Nook 
are  connected  to  the  public  water  supply. 

The  northern  portion  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  the  Bolton 
Corporation  mains  and  the  southern  part  from  the  Manchester  Corporation  supply. 

Five  samples  were  taken  from  the  private  supply  at  Rawsons  i'th  Nook, 
four  of  which  were  unsatisfactory. .  The  cover  of  the  well  from  which  the  water 
is  drawn  had  become  defective  and  it  was  thought  that  this  might  have  a 
bearing  on  the  bad  results.  The  owner  was  requested  to  provide  a  new  cover. 

Eight  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  public  supplies  one  of  which, 
from  the  Bolton  mains,  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  After  flushing  of  the 
mains  satisfactory  samples  were  obtained. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  system  of  the  district  is  partly  on  the 
combined  and  partly  on  the  dual  system,  and  except  for  the  isolated  farms, 
covers  the  whole  of  the  district. 

All  the  sewage  from  the  district,  with  the  exception  of  that  from  the 
Worsley  Road  North  area,  is  conveyed  by  trunk  sewer  to  the  Eccles  Corporation 
Sewage  Works  for  treatment.  The  sewage  from  the  Worsley  Road  area  is  treated 
at  the  Kearsley  Works  of  the  Bolton  and  District  Joint  Sewage  Board. 

The  new  sewage  works  which  is  being  erected  at  The  Sycamores,  Little 
Hulton,  is  designed  to  treat  the  sewage  from  a  population  of  approximately 
26,000  and  is  expected  to  come  into  operation  in  1963.

Pest  Control 

The  Council  employ  one  full-time  Rodent  Operative.  A  free  service  is 
given  to  householders  whilst  treatments  carried  out  at  business  premises  are 
chargeable . 

Full  details  of  treatments  are  given  in  Table  XXIII. 
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382  dwelling  houses  and  120  other  types  of  premises  were  treated 
during  the  year . 

In  addition  the  Council’s  severs  were  treated  at  half  yearly 
intervals  and  once  again  only  slight  infestation  was  discovered. 

The  number  of  insect  infestations  treated  during  the  year  was  small. 
Only  three  infestations  of  bugs  were  discovered  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  more  usual  household  pests  the  department  dealt 
with  seven  complaints  of  wasps  and  swarming  bees. 

The  wet  summer  appeared  to  result  in  an  increase  of  the  earwig 
population  and  six  requests  from  householders  for  assistance  were  received 
by  the  department. 

Factories  and  Shops 

64  inspections  were  made  at  factories  and  20  defects  were  noted. 

Ten  concerned  cleanliness  of  premises  and  ten  involved  sanitary  arrange¬ 
ments  . 

51  visits  were  paid  to  shops.  No  action  was  found  necessary. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

Two  licences  were  issued  to  keep  pet  shops . 

No  contraventions  were  noted. 

Petroleum  (Regulations)  Acts,  1928  and  1936

Three  such  plants  are  licenced  in  the  district. 

One  offence  was  noted,  but  was  remedied  without  recourse  to  legal

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Refuse  Collection 


Tvo  new  compression  type  refuse  vehicles  were  delivered  during  the 
year;  a  Karrier/'Blenheim  which  because  of  the  strike  at  the  manufacturer's 
works  could  not  be  delivered  in  1961,  and  a  Bedford/Eagle  Compressmore  vehicle. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  fleet  comprised  three  compression  vehicles, 
one  fore  and  aft  tipper,  and  four  side  loading  vehicles  one  of  which  is  used 
only  as  a  spare  vehicle  to  replace  those  which  are  off  the  road  for  repair. 
Difficulty  is  experienced  when  the  larger  compression  vehicles  are  taken  off 
the  round  and  are  replaced  by  the  small  capacity  side  loading  vehicle. 
Collection  is  slowed  down  and  the  binmen  complain  of  the  inadequacy  of  the 
replacement  vehicle  and  I  look  forward  to  the  day  when  a  more  suitable  wagon 
can  be  provided. 

The  bulk  of  refuse  still  appears  to  be  increasing  due  to  the  pre¬ 
packaging  of  food  stuffs  and  other  goods  and  it  can  be  anticipated  that  the 
establishment  of  smoke  control  areas  will  still  further  accentuate  this 
tendency. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  house  refuse  we  remove  quantities  of  larger 
type  domestic  articles  such  as  old  furniture,  pianos  etc. 

Refuse  Disposal 

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  on  the  Berryfield  Tip. 

In  April  a  Drott  Skid  Shovel  was  purchased  to  replace  the  Chaseside 
Shovel  which  though  it  had  given  good  service  had  become  inadequate  to  deal 
with  the  increased  volume  of  refuse  produced  by  an  expanding  population. 

In  addition  to  household  refuse  large  quantities  of  trade  waste  are 
accepted  at  the  tip.  Much  of  this  industrial  waste  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  presents  hazards  in  control,  but  I  believe  that  local  authorities 
should  if  possible  provide  an  outlet  for  this  waste  if  only  to  prevent  the 
unsightly  dumps  which  would  occur  in  many  parts  of  th‘e  district. 

During  1962  5,156  loads  of  trade  waste  were  delivered  to  the  tip  for 
disposal.  A  charge  of  2/6d.  per  load  up  to  one  ton  in  weight,  and  5/-  per 
load  of  greater  weight  is  made. 

Tipping  operations  were  severely  strained  in  the  Spring  of  this  year 
when  in  addition  to  the  usual  trade  waste,  a  tremendous  quantity  of  fire 
damaged  foods  and  other  material  were  deposited  on  the  tip.  The  increased 
quantity  of  refuse  together  with  the  interference  from  the  hundreds  of  people 
who  came  along  to  salvage  the  foodstuffs  caused  the  departments  resources  to 
be  overwhelmed  for  a  period.  It  was  impossible  to  cover  all  the  refuse  satis¬ 
factorily  and  several  fires  were  started.  A  second  bulldozer  was  provided  at 
the  expense  of  the  firm  depositing  the  fire  damaged  goods  to  restore  some  kind 
of  order  to  the  tip. 

A  problem  which  is  beginning  to  cause  concern  is  the  disposal  of  old  won 
out  motor  vehicles.  These  are  not  generally  welcomed  on  refuse  tips  because  of 
their  bulk  and  because  of  the  voids  which  they  create  within  the  tip.  Also  the: 
does  not  appear  to  be  a  satisfactory  outlet  to  the  scrap  metal  trade  and  conse¬ 
quently  they  are  often  left  to  decay  on  waste  land  causing  an  ugly  scar  on  the 
landscape .
